In this complaint undci Section 33 \ of the Industrial 
Disputes Act 1947 (which would be hcieinafter referred to 
as the Act) the Complainant Petitionci alleges contravention 
by the Management — Respondent of the piovision of Section 
3 3 ol the Act and piays for his reinstatement as Machine 
Mining Opciatoi with C itegory VI wages with ellect from 
22-5-1973 

2 The petition allegations briefly arc these — The Peti- 
tioner has been vvoikmg as Machine Mining Opciator la 
No 5 Incline at Godavari Kham and has pul in moie 
than 12 yeais ot service umiu the Respondent While 
w 01 king ns Machine Mining Operator he fell ill The 
Medical Ofhcer of the Company certified on 27 3-1973 that 
the Petitioner is unfit foi work The Petitionci underwent 
treatment at the C om puny's Dispensary situated at Godavan 
Kham fiom 27 3 1973 to 5-4 1973 It is alleged that during 
this pcuod he had none to attend upon him as his mother 
and relatives were staying at Peddapally and that they took 
him to Pcddipally and got him admitted in the Govern- 
ment Hospital at Peddapally on 6 4 1973, where he was 
undei tieatmcnt upto 21 5-1973 for ‘Atomic Dysentry* The 
Medical Olhcer of Peddnpply hospital certified that the Peti- 
tionei was fit loi duly fiom 22 5 1973 It is however specl- 
hcillv avcncd that dunng the period of ticatment the Manage- 
ment was mfoimed of it and a letter was also handed 
over to the Pit authorities 

On 22 5-1973 when the Petitioner went to Kham to re- 
sume duty the authorities did uot permit him He there 
lore made an application accompanied by a medical certi- 
ficate to the Agent of Rnmagundum Division-Tl explaining 
the cncumstances and also lequeslmg him to permit him to 
duty No reply is said to have been lecelvcd from the 
Management to this letter fheieiorc the Petitioner gave 
another letter on 2 7-1973 to which the Management replied 
lhat the Petitioner would be taken as Badh Filler and not 
as Machine Mining Operator It is also alleged that the 
job of Machine Mining Operator is in Category VI and is 
a highly skilled job whereas a Filler is a piece lated un- 
skilled worker On 12-7 1973 and t ^ 7-1973 representations 
arc said to have been made to the Management by the 

Petitioner to the same effect but the Management refused 

to take him on duly as Opeuitoi The Petitioner is said 

to be a concerned workman in I D No 30 of 1967 pend- 
ing on the file ot this Tnbunal m which one of the ques- 
tions involved is wilh legard to the categorisation and 
modification ol the wage sti ucture recommended in respect 
of these opeialois It is alleged that since the Manage- 
ment pending the dispute icfused to peinut the Petitionei 
to tesumc duty that action amounts to dismissal and in 

is much as the Management has not followed the procedure 
laid down undci Section 3 3 of the Act in dismissing the 

workman the Management has violated the provisions of 
Section 33 ol the Act Tt is also alleged that before the 

Oidet ol dismissal was passed the Petitionci was not saved 

with any chaige sheet noi the Management has filed any 
application hefore the Tribunal either seeking pet mission or 
appioval of the action taken by the Management It is 

also alleged that the Petitioner is not guilty of any mis- 
conduct and has not lost the lien on his appointment as 

Machine Mining Opciatoi Thus the action of the Manage- 

ment is said to be illegal mijvopei and unjust Hence this 
complaint under Section 33 A of the Act 

3 In the counter hied by the Management it is inter-olfa 
alleged that the Management has not conttavened any pro- 
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visions of the Indusliial Disputes Act and thcrcfoie the peti- 
tion is liable to be dismissed in limine. It is admitted that 
the Petit ionei was declared unfit for work by the Medical 
Ollicei on 27-3- 1^73 and that the Petitions was treated in 
the Dispensary uptu 5-4-1973. The Management is said to 
be unawaie ol the movements ot the Petitioner after 5-4-197 3 
nor the Management was infoimed of any lieatment under- 
gone b> the Petitionei-Woi kman at any olhei place. The 
Petitioner has not chosen to apply for extension of leave 
as pci the pmceduie laid down under the Standing Orders. 
It is thus alleged that as the Woikman slaved away beyond 
the peiiod of sanctioned leave and did not jepurt to duty 
within 10 davs thci caller, he was mfoimcd on 22 4-1973 
t h .it he lost lus hen on his appointment and therefore his 
sci vices w'erc laminated with elfect from 234-1973. It is 
also avened that the Petitioner in his application dated 
2-7-1973 admitted that he was unable to extend his leave 
due to peisonal difficulties, The Management by its letter 
dated 17-7-1973 is said to have ollered the workman the 
post oi Badli I ilia and also infoimed him that if he fails 
to join within 15 days fiom the date of the receipt of the 
lellci the woikman would he toifieting the offer of Badli 
filler The Vice Piesidcnt of the Union is said to have 
been informed about the details ol the case It is denied 
that the Petitioner is a w r oikman concerned in J.D. No. 30 
of 19b7. It is aliO denied that there is any obligation on 
the Management to permit this ex-employce to duty as and 
when he chooses to appeal It is specifically averred that 
the action of the Management is not ooveied by the provi- 
sions of Section 33i2)(b) of ihc \ct us the dismissal or the 
discharge of the w'orkman was not foi any misconduct. It 
is thus reilciated that thcic is no violation of the provisions 
of Section 33(2)lb). It is also alleged that since the ter- 
mination was an automatic one, the employer need not ob- 
tain the permission oi approval ot the Tribunal in as much 
as Ihtie was no diseiplinuiy proceedings taken by the 
employe! . The case of automatic terminating on account 
of losing his lien on his appointment by not joining duty 
within ceitain time aflci the expiry of leave is ^aid to be 
well settled by the ruling oi the Supicme Court reported in 
19671 J I ) I 14, page 88V It is alleged that the Petitioner has 
no cause ol action foi laving this complaint undci Section 
33 A of the Act as thcie is no contravention of Section 33 
by the Management. 1l is thus contended that the com- 
plaint is not maintainable and that the Tribunal has no 
jui isdiction to adjudicate into the complaint as an Industrial 
Dispute. 

4. in suppoit of this complaint the Petitioner examined 
himself as PAV. I. It is deposed by him that on 27-3-1973 
he got himself admitted into the Company's dispensary and 
that the Medical Officer also certified that he was unfit for 
duty.

pally hospital It admitted by him that even on 27-3-1973 
Ik has not iccened any application for leave from the 
Petiuonei and that there is no specific order sanctioning leave 
to the Petitionci. It is his version that on 22-4-1973 he 
issued a lelter intimating the automatic teimination under 
Standing Order 11(c) in view oi the report t \. R9 from 
the hospital. Tl is a Ho deposed by him that whenever they 
iceeive a medical lepori oi an unfit certificate fiom the 
Medical Oflkei, the woikmen will he treated as on sick 
leave, and it is not nccessaiy for the workmen to make 
L ,n application for leave RW 1 is the Manager of this 
khani liom May, 1973 He would speak to the various 
lopi escalations leceived in the office tiom the workmen. 
Accoiding to him Standing Order 11(c) coveis sick leave 
with pay oi without pay privilege leave with pay or ordi- 
nal y leave on loss of pay or casual leave on loss of pay. 
It is however admitted by R.W 2 that in the wage icgister 
the sick leave of the Petitioner is marked from 264-1973 
to 1-4-1973 and that there is no entry from 1-4-1973 to 
5 - 4 - 1973 . it is howcvei explained by him that this entry 
is made only foi the purposes of payment, of wages ending 
with the month of Maich 1973 

5 1 hough m the counter it is contended that the Peti- 

tioner is not a workman concerned in l.D No. 30 of 1967, 
that plea is devoid of substance Even on the date of this 
complaint 1 D. No. 30 ol 1967 is pending on the file of this 
Tubunnl in which one of the issues lelate to the modifica- 
tion of wages p«.rtuii. inp to the Machine Mining Opeiaters 
Ui lccommetuled by the Wage Bomd. The Management also 
docs not seriously conti oveit this position that the peti- 
tionci is a woikman concerned in the main indusliial dispute. 
7 he question theieforc is whetha theie was any contra- 
vention oi the piovisions of Seehon 33 w-hich would enable 
the woikman to file ttus coilip k in t under Section 33 A of 
the Act. 

6. According to the Management the workman was sanc- 
tioned sick leave u ind he stayed away thereafter till 22nd 
\pnl, 1973 and thcicioie he lost his lien on his appoint- 
ment and thus inclined automatic teimination of his sci vices, 

I hus the Management would put it that there w as no dis- 
missal oi disch.uge of a workman for any misconduct in 
which event alone there is an obligation on the Manage- 
ment to hold a domestic enquiry as per the ptovisions of 
the Standing Oidcrs. Thus it is contended that as the dis- 
missal or discharge was not foi any misconduct or even 
the misconduct ol absenteeism, the provisions of Section 
33(2Mb) of the Act aie not at all attracted and thcrcfoie 
theie was no need to hold a domestic enquiry or to obtain 
the approval of the Tiibunal foi the dismissal of the work- 
man In older to decide thU question whether there wax 
any contravention of Section 33 bv the Management it is 
neccssaiy to icad the Standing Oidcrs to find out whether 
there was a loss of lien on the appointment. The conten- 
tion on behalf of the workman-petitioner was that the woik- 
man did not apply for any sick leave and even assuming 
ihut he staved away or did not undergo fuithci treatment 
at the Company’s dispensary lrom 5-4-1973 onwards, it is 
at best a case of absenteeism in which event the Manage- 
ment was bound to hold a domestic cnquiiy as the said 
absenteeism constitutes a misconduct. Standing Ordei 1 1(e) 
reads as follows 

* l Tf the employee remains absent bevond the period 
of leave onginally gj anted or subsequently extend- 
ed he shall lose his lien on his appointment un- 
less : 

(i) he returns within It) davs of the expiry of tho 
leave and 

lii) gives an explanation to the satisfaction of the 
Mnnagei of his inability to return before the 
expiry ot leave In case the employee loses his 
lien on the appointment he shall be entitled to 
be kept on the 'Badli’ Iht. 

Notwithstanding anything mentioned above, any 
employee who overstays his sanctioned leave or 
remains absent vwlhont propuly approved leave 
will raulei himself liable for discipline! y action.” 

Tt is equally jelevant to note that under Standing Order 
16 continuous absence without pel mission and without satis- 
1 aUory cause for moie than 10 days is held to be mis- 
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-■conduct. Thui iti the instant case if the workman can be 
said to bo absent w'lhont permission or without satisfactory 
cause foi more linn 10 days the ease falls under misconduct 
fur which the Management h.n to neCL r s*uil\ hold a domestic 
cnqimy into the xhaige and »i!vi comply with the piovision 
of Section 33(2)(b) oi the Act, if it chooses to dismiss him 
for the misconduct What the Management held in this 
ease was that the woikman was sanctioned leave initially 
but he stayed away aftci the expny of the leave peiiod and 
did not ictiirn within 10 days, nor gave any explanation 
'Ihus uccoi ding to the Management the case tails under 
Standing Oidei 11(e) Hefoic adverting to the contention 
raised by the leaned counsel Mr. A. I akshmana Rao for 
the Complainant it is ncccssaiy to ad\*crt to the aspect 
whether the Pclitumei-Woi kman sent any infoimalion about 
his being shifted to Pcddapally hospital or about his tieat- 
ment at Peddapally hospital 1 he evidence of P W. 1 is 
that on the evening of 5-4-1 973 when he w T as being shifted 
to Peddapally hospital his molhei infoimed the neighbour by 
name Sommanna Naisiah and i ©quested him to infoim 
the Management about it. The said Sommanna Naisiah is 
not examined to show that he infoimed the Manager. R.W. 2 
would deny any infotmat ion being given to him about the 
Petitioner being shifted to Pcddapally Hospital. Tt is also 
not the case of the Petitioner that the Medical Officer of 
the Company dispcnsuiy at Godavaii Khani icferred him to 
Peddapally hospital. If that was so, even the Medical 
Office] of the Company Dispensary would have informed the 
Management about the c hifting. T hus at that stage there was 
no infoimalion to the Management about the Petitioner being 
shifted to Pcddapally Hospital. It is the evidence of P W I 
that while he was undei ticatmcnt in Pcddapally hospital 
he got a chit vviitlcn bv some one and sent it through 
P.W 2 to the Management, ihcicbv suggesting that he sought 
for extension of leave P.W, 2 is examined to corroborate 
this. But the averment in fix, Rl a petition filed bv P.W. 1 
dated 2-7-1973 would believe the fuel that the Petitioner 
ever chose to send a letter or a chit for extension of leave, 
h is stated therein that after he took medicine in the 
Company’s Dispensary uplo 5-4-1973 he u r as not feeling 
well and he was forced to take medicines at his native 
place and where he fell ill and was taken to Peddapally 
hospital, and there he was unconscious for 10 days. The 
present vcision is that on 5-4-1973 evening itself he was 
taken from Godavaii Khani to Pcddapally and that within two 
or three days thcienflei (as per the evidence of P.W. 2) 
P.W 1 sent this chit Thcie is no reference in E\. R1 
to P W. 1 sending the chit. On the other hand it is men- 
tioned that while he was unconscious for 10 days his rela- 
tives informed the matfei to the Pit authorities. Thus the 
sending of a chit seeking extension of leave by P W. 1 stands 
belied. It is also not the evidence of P \V. 2 that he orally 
infoimed anv Pit aiilhoiities. Thus the recital in Ex. Rl 
contradicts the piesenl vcision of P.W. 1 and P W. 2 as to 
the sending of a chit It is true that P.W. 1 would deny 
having given this petition Fx. Rl but in the petition filed here 
it stands clcaily mentioned that on 2-7-1973 the Petitioner- 
sent such a petition to the Management, Evidently P.W. 1 
is liying to wriggle out of the contents of Fx. Rl. Tn view 
of what is contained in Fx. Rl it can be said that the pre- 
sent version of P.W. 1 and P W. 2 that a chit is sent to 
the Managers office is an aftei -thought Thus as a question 
of fact it can be said tint the Petitioner did not even inform 
the authoiitics about his tieatmenl at Pcddapally hospital 
nor did he seek anv extension of leave. 

7. The sti eneuous contention of the learned counsel for 
the Petitioner Mr Lakshmana R,io is the clause in the 
Standing Order relating lo the loss ot lien as contained in 
Standing Ordei 11(c) is applicable only to cases of leave 
sanctioned on an upplicuton, and that too with regard to 
earned leave w'ith wages alone Tic wanls trie to read the 
Standing Ordei IKal(b) and <c) together. Standing Older 
11(a) and (h) read as follows — 

“fa) LEAVE FACIIITIES: Leav-‘ with wages shall be 
allowed to every person employed in n mine, who 
has completed a period of twelve months* continu- 
ous service thcietn as pi milled for in Chapter Vfl 
of t lie Mines Acl 1952 and other holidays in 
accoi dance with law, contract custom and usage. 

ibj Any diicst employee of the Company who desires 
to obtain leave of absence shall apply in writing to 
the Head of the Department oi the Manager of 


the Lollieiy. Tf the leave asked for h granted, 
a Lave pass shall he issued to the employee and 
im'^s tin-. is leeched by the employee he must 
nni leavi his walk If leave is icfuscd or post- 
poned the fax! of such icfusal oi postponement 
and the leasons theiefoi shall be lecordcd in writing 
in a leave Register to be maintained for this pur- 
pose and if the employee so desires a copy of such 
cniiy in the Register shall be supplied to him. If 
the employee niter pioceeding on leave desires an 
extension thereof he shall apply to the Head of the 
Department oi Ihe Manager of the Colliery who 
shall send a wiitten icnly ether granting or refusing 
extension of lc«n e to the employee if his address 
is available and il such reply is likely to reach 
him befoie the expiry oi the leave originally grant- 
ed to him.” 

The contenl'on of Mi. Lakshmana Rao was thus two 
folds The ovei stay afiei the period of leave gianted re- 
fers lo only the Tamed leave and that such leave must be 
one which is gi anted only on a written application, Accoid- 
ing to h : i in the pi event case there was no application 
given by the Woikman in ihe first instance. Secondly the 
loss of lien would be atti acted only in case of over-staying 
the peiiod of i ained leave with wages which would accrue as 
provided in Chapter VII of the Mines Act. Under this 
\eiy heading Lave facilities, other holidays in accordance 
with the law contract and custom and usage stand mention- 
ed. Clause (b) icfers to the procedure of obtaining leave 
oi absence. It does not specially refer as to earned leuve 
with wages This clause however lays down that the em- 
ployee desinng to obtain leave of absence shall apply in 
w' riling which leave shall he refused or postponed. The 
point for considei ation is whether the leave contemplated by 
Clause (h) is only confined to leave with wages as provided 
in ( huntci V 1 1 of the Mines Act. In this context the learn- 
ed counsel would also refoi me to Chapter VIII of the re- 
commendations oi the Wage Boaid in Coal Mining Industry. 

I ive types of leave arc enumciated therein. 'Ihey are pri- 
vilege leave, casual leave, sick leave, paid festival holidays 
nine! leave without pay. While it is noted therein that pri- 
vilagc leave is governed by provisions of Chapter VTl of 
the Mines Act, iccommcndation is made for paid 5 casual 
leaves in a year. Similarly with regard to sick leave the 
recommendation is for 15 days with full pay in a year. It 
is not contended by Mr. T akshmnna Rao that with regard 
to obtaining of leave other than Famed leave with wages 
there is any other piovisions in the Standing Oredrs, If 
we are to accept his contention that Clause (b) of Standing 
Ordei 11(a) is lestucted to only cases of Earned leave with 
pay, it means that wheie a workman wants to go on sick 
leave with or without wages or even on casual leave theio 
is no piovision in the Standing Order. It boils down to 
this, that wheic a woikman is entitled for sick leave with 
or without wages and even casual leave there is no provi- 
sion under the Standing Of tiers and it must be deemed that 
the workman is absent and that such an absenteeism cons- 
titutes a misconduct To mv mind that would lead 
to anomolons position. C lause (h) cannot be restricted only 
to cases of giant oi I ained leave alone. Clause (a) there- 
foie, cannot be said to govern Clause (h). In this view it 
am be held that Clause (b) takes into its ambit classes of 
application either it be foi sick leave or casual leave either 
with pay oi without pay and also the case of an Earned 
leave 'Ihe second contention in this regard is whether any 
leave was sanctioned initially' to the Petitioner-workman. It 
is conceded by R W 2 that the workman did not make any 
application though he was admitted to the Company’s dis- 
pensary, Clause (b) of course lay's down that there must 
be a written application before an" employee seeks leave of 
absence. It is (he version of R Ws. I and 2 that whenever 
an employee of this Company iepoits sick at the hospital 
of Ihe Company the Medical Oflieci concerned would send 
an unlit sei t ific.U e immediately to the Company-Management 
anti fiom that dale the woikman is treated as sick. 

F.W. 1 it I so admits thnl for Ihe peiiod they are under 
tieutmcnt of the Company's dispense y they would be 
deemed to he sLk. Of course he would add that he does not 
know whether that period is treated as sick leave. Tt is the 
evidence of R W 1 that till the icport of the Medical 
OfTKci, as lo the fitness of a workman is received, the work- 
man would be treated on sick leave for 15 days with pay 
and thereafter without pay. from the above admission of 
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P.W. 1 and the evidence of R Ws. 1 and 2 it would emerge 
that a practice has giown in this Company wheie an em- 
ployee on being admitted to the Company’s Dispensary is 
Heated as on sick leave. Ibis piactiee which has almost 
substituted the Medical Officci's icpoit for a written appli- 
cation from the employee seeking sick leave cannot be said 
to be an unreasonable one In fact that is for the benefit 
of the workman, which sn\es the need for a written applica- 
tion in a stnte of agony of a workman To argue that there 
was no initial application hy the woikmen in the instant 
case and thus theic was no sanctioned leave initially does 
not appeal to sound well when such a practice has been 
to the advantage ot the workman. The argument might be 
convenient in the instant case, but It cannot yet be said 
that there was no sanctioned leave initially* It is the very 
repoit of the Medical Offlcei of the Company’s Dispensary 
that from 5-4-1973 the woikman has not been attending the 
Dispensmy. The fact that in I he Attendance Register the 
leave of the workman fiom 1-4-1973 to 5-4-1973 was not 
shown cannot be said to have any material bearing for the 
period of treatment of the workman from 27-3-1973 to 
5-4-1973 is an admitted one, In the circumstances in view 
of the report of the Medical Officer about the unfitness of 
this workman from 57-3-1973 and as for the practice pre- 
vailing it can be said he was granted leave or sick leave. 
Thus initially sick leave was granted, and from 5-4T973 till 
22-4-1973 the workman did not return nor has given any 
satisfactory explanation. Thus the requirements of 11(c) of 
the Standing Orders can be said t<T be completed entailing 
the loss of lien on the appointment, It is not a case of 
Absenteeism from the start so as to constitute the said 
absenteeism as a misconduct with regard to which the 
Management is bound to constitute a domestic enquiry. In 
the above view of the matter the intimation hy the Manage- 
ment on 22-4-1973 that the workman lost his lien on his 
appointment on account of over-staying the leave originally 
granted is perfectly valid in terms of the Standing Orders. 
As the loss of lien is automatic, the intimation of the same 
by the Management does not amount to any contravention 
of the provisions of Section 33 of the Act, Consequently, 
the complaint under Section 33 A is not maintainable. The 
complaint fails and it is therefore dismissed, 

Award passed accordingly.

“Whether the action of the management of Bank of 
Maharashtra, Budhwurpeth, Poona in superceding the 
seniority of Shri D. T. Durgude and depriving him of the 
benefit of the promotion to the post of Hawaldar is justified? 
If not, to what relief is he entitled ?”

3. The company in its written statement has a Imiited 
the incident leading to the issue of the show cause notice 
charge-sheet and holding of the enquiry and dismissal of the 
workman. 1 hey have howevei denied the alleged bias of 
the enquny oillcer against the workman. They have denied 
that the delinquent woikei objected to the enquuy officer 
holding the enquiry It is al t o denied that the delinquent 
woikei evei complained orally or in writing about the pro 
test oi the enquiiy. While admitting that the enquiry offi- 
cer had recommended the dismissal of the delinquent woik- 
man it is submitted that it was open to the Directors of the 
company to abide by the iecominendutions of the enquiry 
officer or not. They have also contended that, the extreme 
punishment ot dismissal meted out to the worker is fair 
and pioper in the inteiest of justice, discipline and fair play. 
In conclusion it has been submitted that the order of dis- 
missal dated 21st. June 1972 against the delinquent is proper 
and should not be set aside and he should not be reinstated 
with back wages and ;osts slould be awarded to the 
company. 

4. Befoie this Tribunal the delinquent workmen has been 
examined as a witness Ihiough whom the following docu- 
ments weie filed : —

“Whether the management of M/s Darabshaw B. 
Cursetjces Sons (Borabav) Pvt, Limited, 7, Kumpta 
Street, Ballard Edite, Bombay-1 aie justified in 
dismissing from their sci vices Shri S, Salaudin, 
permanent Assistant supervisor as tiom 21st June* 
1972 by their order No. 1652/72/KMJ : CD, 
dated 2 1st lunc 1972 if not, to what relief is the 
woikmen entitled } " 

2 PuiKuant to the notice issued by this Tiibunal the 
union of the woikmen filed its statement of claim in which 
it has been submitted that a complaint was lodged by Shri 
Kodricks, a dock clerk on 11th May, 1972 alleging that Shrj 
Salaudin Assistant Supervisor entered the dock at 7-30 p.m. 
on 10th May 1972 and assaulted the said dock clerk and on<j 
Shri S, Pirees who were on dut} ; consequently Shri Rodricks 
got injured and was sent to St, George’s Hospital for injuries 
sustained on the right hand thumb. The Union has furthci 
submitted that Shti Salaudin was issued with a show cause 
notice for this alleged offence and although he categorically 
denied the offence the company charge-sheeted him on three 
counts viz., riotous or disordeily behaviour, assaulting, 
thiealemng and abusing the staff and wilful ink i fercnce with 
the woik of other person*. An enquiry was held and the 
enquirv officer held that the charges against hri Salaudin 
were proved and he iccom mended his dismissal from ser 
vice without payment of the wages from the date of suspen- 
sion. The union has submitted that the order of dismissal 
should be set aside on the lollowing among other grounds 
The enquiry ofiicer was so much biased against the worker 
that he himself recommended his dismissal although he had 
no authoiity to do so. The woiker had objected to the 
piesent enquiry officer holding l he enquiry but he still held 
the enquiry and the enquiry was thus vitiated ab-initio. The 
union has finally contended that the enquiry was thus held 
against the principles of natural justice and the worker 
should be reinstated with back wages and costs should be 
granted 


5. In Older to appreciate the controversy, certain facts may 
be stated at the outset. Shri Salauddin was a permanent Assis- 
tant Supervisor of the employers. He was seized with a Memo 
dated 11th May 1972 relating to the incident at 21 Indira 
Docks during the second shift on 10th May 1972 The memo 
was issued on the basis of a complaint made by the Super- 
vise!, Indira Docks and Shii A. Rodricks, Dock. Clerk. In 
Ibe memorandum n was stated that they had received a com- 
plaint. from Shi i Rodricks, Dock Clerk who was on duty at 
the same shed, that Shri Salauddin who was in a dainken 
state misbehaved with him and he threw away the heavy lift 
books whichwere on the table in the shed and when the table 
cleik was making an attempt to lift these books he threa- 
tened him with dire consequentes and fluirg an empty bottle 
at him which the said clerk avoided by ducking. In spite of 
this the tabic clerk lifted the books and placed them on the 
table as he had to obtain the signatures from the Chief 
Officers, Shri Salauddin caught told of him and dealt him 
a very severe fist blow and while he made an attempt to avoid 
the attack Shri Salauddin chased him and caught, hold of him 
and twisted his right hand as a result of which his thumb was 
dislocated, and he was sent m an ambulance to the hospital 
for treatment. A show-cause notice dated 11th May, 1972 
was then issued to Salauddin to which he gave his ieply dated 
15th May 1972 denying the allegations made against him. 
It appears from the lecoid that on 11th May 1972 a comp- 
laint was lodged by Shu Roducks, Dock Cleik tha( although 
Shii Salauddin was not on duty on the second shift he ille- 
gally entered the docks and threalended Shri Rodricks who 
was on duty. It is furthej alleged that Shri Salauddin 
assaulted Shri Rodricks as icsult of which he sustained 
an injury in his nght hand thumb. Shri Salauddin was (hen 
cliaige-sheeted and three chaiges were framed against him 
under the standing orders: — - 

1 Riotous oi disoiderly behaviour at near the place of 
work or within the picmises of the office or 
godown 
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2, Assaulting- threatening or aliasing the stall of the 
Board, Adminisiaitivc Body. Fmployer, Supervisory 
staff, ship’s officers or cicw 01 co-woikeis or other 
workmen connected with the dock woiL 

3 Wilful mtei feicnce with the work of other workmen 
ur pci sors. 

6. Shi i K. M Jamad.u was appointed enquiiy officer. At 
the enquiry held on 25th May 1972 Shii Sukuiddin denied 
all the chaiged and placed not guilty, On the same day the 
enquiry officer examined the complainant Shri Rodncks. On 
16th June 1972 Shri S. Peeris, Assistant Supervisor was 
examined and also Shii Poona walla Supervisor and Shri 1.. 
Mohatta Booking cleLk. Shu Vnsant Tukaiam Kuvaic, tem- 
porary sewing man was also called and exumind. Shri 
Salauddin was then questioned by the enquiiy officer. He 
denied the allegations hut did not produce any witnesses or 
documents m defence of his case, On the three charges 
framed against the delinquent the enquiry officer gave the tin- 
dings that Shri Salauddin was not justified in entering the 
docks on 10th May 1972 nor was he justified in asking for 
permission to change ihe official documents. He held that 
Salauddin assaulted Shri S. Peeris and Oi Shii A. Rodncks 
who w r eie on duty on 10th May 1^72. He held that the de- 
linquent was not justified in interfering with the work of 
other co-workers on duty and he was guilty of riotous or 
disorderly behaviour and was threatening and insinuating. 
The enquiry officer concluded that the charges levelled against 
Shri Salauddin were conclusively proved beyond doubt and 
lccommcnded his dismissal fiom scivice forthwith and that 
he should not bepaid his wages fiom the date of his suspen- 
sion viz., 11th May 1972, ard fie was dismissed from service 
on 21st June 1972. 

7 . Yaiious contentions weie advanced before me by learned 

Counsel for the woikman assaling the order of dismissal 
alleging bias against the enquiiy officer appointed by the 
employers. The hist grievance oi the learned Counsel was 
that in this case the prosecutor and the judge was the same 
pejson. No one appealed on behalf of the company to 
examine witnesses. It is first of all argued that the applicant 
had submitted an application dated 25lh May 1972 that the 
enquiiy officer bore a giudge against him and the enquiry 
oflicer shoul l have Iheicfore stayed his hands. Even when 
slilIi an mq-uiutiur was made against him the enquiry officer 
was not charged. This caused considerable prejudice to the 
applicant. 11 is then maintained (hat the enquiry officer is a 
letainci of the company and as such lie could not have been 
an independent peison conducting the enquiry. It is argued 
that the enquiry officer bad put leading questions to the wit- 
nesses and mid disallowed the question put to the complail- 
riant as to whom he had seen on the 20th May 72. Tt is 
fuitheL urged that a question was put to the workman about 
his consuming liquor which fact was not disclosed by any 
witness and the enquiry officer has imported his personal 
knowledge into the matter. It is also contended that copies of 
the complaint filed by Rodricks and S. Peeris were not fur- 
nished to the delinquent but they were only shown lo him 
at l he time of the enquiry which has sufficiently prejudiced 
him and vitiated the enquiry. Reliance is placed by the lear- 
ned Counsel for the woikman on 1963 11 1 LI P.375, 1963 
II LLJ P.792 and 1966 II LI J P.350. On the other hand Rai- 
ned (. ounsi] for the employers has put foiwaid contentions 
rebutting the arguments of the workman. It is submitted 
that the enquiry was held in consonance with the principles 
of natural justice and eveiy opportunity was afforded to the 
workman to meet his charge. The witnesses were examined 
in the presence of the delinquent and he had every opportu- 
nity to cross-examine the witnesses The learned Counsel 
for the employers who was the enquiry officer asserts that he 
had no enmity with the delinquent and it was a baseless al- 
legal ion and further il is argued that the application of the 
delinquent dated May 1972 was subsequently contri- 

ved and surreptitiously the seal of the company was obtained 
on it. It is contended that the fact that the enquiiy officer 
was Counsel toi the employers could not have diabled him 
from acting as die enquiiy office] . He denies having put 
lending questions to the witnesses and nssests that the com- 
plaints made by the witnesses were made known to the delin- 
quen 1 . It is pleaded that the enquiry officer had given a de- 
tailed icpoit analysing the evidence befoio him and only 
when he came to the conclusion that the applicant was guilty 
that Ihe enquiry officer recommended the punishmem of 
dismissal. 


8. The principles governing domestic enquiries have been 
laid down in a number of decisions of the Supreme Court 
whiL.h may be summarised as iollows:— 

I A domestic enquiiy must be held by an unbiased 
pci son. In othei woids the peison who holds the 
euquiiy should not be biased in favour of oi against 
cithei of the parties. 

2. A domestic enquiry must be conducted honestly and 

bona lide with a view to determine whether the 
charge framed against u particular employee is 
proved oj noL and caie must be taken to see that 
these enquiries do rot become empty foi nudities. 

3. \ domestic enquiiy should be held wilh scrupulous 

rcgaid for the requirements of the rules of natural 
justice as question oi bona tides or mala tides of the 
employers me at issue. 

4. The employee proceeded against should be informed 

cleaily of the charges levelled against him 

5 The evidence on which the charge is sought to be pro- 
ved must be led in such enquiry in the presence of 
the workman himself. 

6. The employee must be given a fair opportunity to 
hear the evidence ir support of the charge and to 
cross-examine the witnesses produced against him 
and also to lebut the evidence led against him by 
examining witness including himself if he wishes 
on any relevant matter. 

7 The enquiry officer should clearly and pjeciscly re- 
cord his conclusions indicating hriily his i axons 
foi leaching said conclusions. 

In the light of the above principles I now npp.ua the 
decision u! the question befoie me. 

9 The grievance made by the learned Council foi the 
applicant is that the enquiry officer was a piosecutoi and 
judge Lit the same lime, and it has caused prejudice to him 
is without any foundation. U was not incumbent on the 
management to appoint a person for the purpose of examin- 
ing the witness before the enquiiy officer for it was purely 
a domestic enquiry which docs not all for any eumbusome 
proccdme. The arguments of ihe learned Cuuncil fur the 
applicant, imputing bias to the enquuv officer merely on the 
ground that he was a Lawyer letained by the company is 
completely erroneous and cannot be sustained. It is well 
known as w r as pointed by the Supreme Court in l'ffid IT 
LLJ 140 [Satan raotois (Pvt.) Ltd., New Delhi and 
Vishw'analh and anothei] that enquiries of this type are 
gencially conducted by the officeis of the employer and in 
the absence of any special individual bias attributable to a 
particular officei it has ncvei been held that the enquiry is 
bad just because it is conducted by an officer of the 
employer. If that be so it is obviously unsound to ffike the 
view that a lawyer who is not a paid officer of the employer 
is incompetent to hold the enquiry because he is the em- 
ployers lawyer and is paid i enumeration for holding the 
enquiry. On this ground the findings of the enquiry officer 
cannot reversed. 

10. 1 find it equally beraft of substance the argument of the 
learned Counsel for the workman that because a copy of 
the complaint of Shii Rodricks was not given to the delin- 
quent before Lhc enquiiy is vitiated. No witnesses 
were previously examined by the employer except beioic the 
enquiry officer. It is true that the complaint made by Shri 
Rodncks was not given to the delinquent before the enquiry 
and the application sent by Shri Peeris was shown to the 
delinquent only at the time of the enquiry, But it cannot 
be said that any prejudice would have been caused to the 
applicant due to this omission as the contents of the com- 
plaint made by Rodricks and Peeris found their way in the 
charge-sheet and the delinquent could have well cross-ex- 
amined the complainant and the witnesses koeping in view 
the recitals in the charge-sheet. It cannot therefore be said 
I hat the enquiry on that score is vitiated. My view gains 
support by the judgment of the Bombay High Court re- 
ported in 1967 II LLJ 375. 

11. 1 cannot accede to the argument of the learned Counsel 
for Lhe workman that it was incumbent on the enquiry officer 
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to have examined the police officer to whom ilic complaint 
was made by the complainant and he should have summoned 
the medical officer who treated the complainant in the 
hospital. Domestic enquiries are not conducted strictly 
adhering to (he rules of the Evidence Act. At best the 
evidence of the Medical Officer and the Police Officer would 
have lent support to the statement of the complainant. Besides 
(he enquiry officer could not have compelled the attendance 
of the Medical Officer and the Police. This contention is 
accordingly repelled, 

12. After having perused the record I could not discover 
any question put as a, leading question by the enquiry officer. 
Even assuming that leading questions have been put it does 
not violate the rules of natural justice as was pointed out 
by the Bombay High Court in 1963 ILLJ 797. 

13. Having given my anxious consideration to the evidence 
placed on iccord I am unable to uphold the conclusion 
arrived at by the enquiry officer that the charges against 
the delinquent are duly proved. Before adverting to the 
evidence in this case I must state at the outset that the en- 
quiry officer was not justified in proceeding with the enquiry 
in view of the application made ny the delinquent workman 
dated 25th May 1972 exhibit w-7. In that application the 
workman had made it clear that he was not on good terms 
with the enquiry officci due to previous incidents and he had 
also been in close contact with the complainant Shri Rodricks. 
He had therefore expressed fears that the enquiry officer 
would not conduct a fair and proper enquiry. It was merely the 
ipse dixit of the learned Counsel for the employers that this 
application was not received by them and it appears to be 
a connected document. The application bears the seal of 
the employers and no effort whatever was made by the em- 
ployers to establish that such an application was not received 
by them and it is not Entered in the register of the applic- 
ations maintained by them. It was open to the employers 
to have produced the relevant register and shown that such 
an application was rtot received oy them but no such thing 
was done. It is idle therefore on the part of the learned 
Counsel for the employers to pretend that the seal was sur- 
reptitiously obtained by the delinquent workman and fixed 
on the application, without there being any positive material 
on record in support of such a belated plea. In the face 
of such an application the enquiry officer should have abstain- 
ed from conducting the enquiry and the employers should 
have appointed another person to conduct the enquiry, 
however untrue or unjustified the allegation of the employee 
may be. For after all it is an accepted axion of law that 
justice must not only be done but appears to have been done 
which has been flouted in this case. This introduce a serious 
infirmity in the enquiry conducted by the enquiry officer and 
it cannot by any stretch of imagination be said that the en- 
quiry conducted was fair and in consonance with the princi- 
ples of natural justice. 

14. Now it has to be seen whether the evidence has been 
properly appraised by the enquiry officer. There can be no 
manner of doubt that in view' of the introduction of section 
1 1 A of the Industrial Disputes Act the Industrial Tribunal is 
now empowered to consider the evidence in the domestic 
enquiry and satisfy itself whether such evidence relied upon by 
the employer established the misconduct alleged against the 
workman. The limitations imposed on the powers of the 
Tribunal by the decision in Indian Iron and Steol Co. Ltd., 
case (1958 l TJJ 260) can no longer he invoked by the 
employer. The Tribunal, as pointed out by the Supremo 
Court in 1973 ILLJ 278 is now at liberty to consider not 
only whether the finding of misconduct recorded by an em- 
ployer is correct but also to differ from the said finding if a 
proper case is made out. What was once largely in the realm 
of the satisfaction of the employer has ceased to be ao 
and now it is the satisfaction of Tribunal that finally deci- 
ded the matter. 


15. Keeping in view tho above observations 1 have now 
to see whether the evidence in this case has been correctly 
appraised by the enquiry officer. Tho answer is 
dearly in the negative. The evidence that was placed before 
the enquiry officer was full of material discrepancies and 
suffers from inherent defects and these defects to my mind 
have been liberally ignored by the enquiry officer. In his 
application exhibit P-1 not a word is mentioned by the com- 
plainant about the persence of Shri Peeris at the time of the 
incident and also of the presence of Bnsant Tukaram 


Kuvare or Mohatta. Further there is not a whisper in 
exhibit E-l by Shri Rodricks about the assault made on 
Peeris by the delinquent. Curiously enough not a word 
is said in the complaint exhibit E-2 by Peeris about his 
being assaulted. Jn his evidence before the enquiry officer 
Shri Rodricks for the first time states about the delinquent 
giving 2 or 3 fist blows to Shri Peeris. fn his evidence 
also no reference is made to the presence of Shri Vasant 
Tukaram Kuvare and Shri Mohatta at the time of the incident 
Further Shri Peeris although not having stated in his appli- 
cation exhibit E-2 about his being assaulted by the delin- 
quent for the first time introduces the story in his statement 
before the enquiry officer so that it could be in accordance 
with the version of Shri Rodricks that Shri Salauddin hit 
him on his left shoulder and denies having given any fist 
blows on his face. But in cross-examination by the delin- 
quent he deposed that the assault took place at 7.30 p.m. 
on 10th May, He further says that the delinquent tapped 
him but he thought he was doing U by way of fun. This fully 
exposes the false nature of the evidence tendered in the cn- 
iiiry by Rodricks and Peeris. This docs not stand alone, 
hri Peeris in exhibit E-2 has categorically slated that the 
above incident took place in his presence and he was an 
eye witness and along with him Shri Vasant Tukaram tem- 
porary sewing man and Shri Moth a, foreman booking clerk 
were also perse nt. But Shri Mohatta booking clerk denies 
having witnessed the occurrence and has stated that he did 
not witness the occurvencc and only he learned about the in- 
cident from Shri Rodricks. Shri Vasant Tukaram the other 
witness examined at the enquiry says that although Jie saw 
Salauddin assaulting Rodricks he did not see him throwing 
a bottle at Rodricks. This is contrary to the statement of 
Shri Rodricks who nays that first of all the bottle was thrown 
at him and then he was assaulted and then he was chased 
by Salauddin and caught hold of his right arm with the 
result that he was in great agony and pain. Hut strangely 
enough Vasant Tukaram Kuvare docs not sec Shri Salauddin 
throwing a bottle at Rodricks although he whs present at the 
place of the incident. Not a word is said by Shri Vasant Tuka- 
ram Kuvare about Shri Salauddin chasing Rodricks and catch- 
ing hold of his right arm and twisting him and as a result his 
right thumb getting dislocated and Salauddin trying to kick 
Rodricks in the lion region and the kick missing him and 
hitting him in the left thigh. Not a word about this is said 
also by Shri Peeris in his application exhibit E-2 He merely 
states that Salauddin Picked up the empty bottle and threw 
at Rodricks and the aim was missed and immediately 
Salauddin gave a blow on his face and start lighting unneces- 
sarily and Shri Rodricks started running out of the shed oul 
of fear. r 

16. These vital discrepancies occurring in the statements 
of the witnesses clearlv are sufficient to disown their evi- 
dence. The enquiry officer was not justified in placing re- 
liance on their evidence and coming to the conclusion that the 
guilt of the delinquent has been conclusively proved meriting 
nis dismissal. 

17. There is another lacuna to be found in the enquiry 

which relates to the question of punishment. No show cause 
notice was given to the delinquent workman before the 
order of dismissal xvas passed against him by the company. 
Though the requirements of Article 311 of the Constitution 
would not strictly apply to disciplinary action against industrial 
employees it is but fair that the workman is given an oppor- 
tunity to show cause why the proposed punishment should not 
be inflicted upon him. Tn case of industrial enquiries more 
care has to be taken to protect workman firstly because often 
times industrial workers are illiterate and secondly because 
the bona fkles or mala tides of an employer are always in 
quesiton in such enquiries. There may be extenuating 

circumstances such as clean and unblemished record of the 
workmen which the enquiry officer might have lost sight of. 
The workman may be able to bring such factors in his favour 
to the notice of the punishing authority. The punishment 
wase disproportionately severe keeping in view the evidence 
placed before the enquiry officer. 

18. Considering the aforesaid reasons I cannot sustain the 
order of dismissal against the delinquent Shri Salauddin. It 
has to be set aside, f therefore hold that the management of 
M/s. Darabshaw B, Cursetjee’s Sons (Bombay) Pvt. Ltd., 7 
Kumpta Street, Ballard Estate, Bombay-1., are not justi- 
fied in dismissing from their scrioices Shri S. Salauddin, per- 
manent Assistant Supervisor as from 21st June, 1972 by their 
Ordei No, 1652 /72/KMJCP dated 21st June, 1972, 
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19. The second point that has to be answered in this 
reference is to what relief the workman is entitled. As the 
dismissal of the workman has been set aside he will be 
deemed to have continued in service and the normal relief 
to be granted is the relief of reinstatement. T therefore 
direct that Shri Salauddin should be reinstated to his former 
post of Assistant Supervisor with the employers from the 
date of dismissal i.e. 21st June 1972 wjth continuity of 
service and back wages. The reference is answered 
accordingly.
